$5,985,000,000 Lend-Lease appropri-

This warning was sounded by 
Lend-Lease Administrator Edward 
R. Stettinius in testimony before 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee which has now been made 
public,

I watched 6fficers and men in a 
front line position work out baffling 
trigonometric fire plans that can’t 
be found in any army regulations 
in the world. Their methods of 
thinking are not static. 

They are experiménters, these ar- 
tillerymen, and while adhering 
strictly to basic army regulations, 
they display a healthy anti-dog- 
matic tendency. These are the boys 
that made it tough for General 
Thompson's superior and swift- 
striking columns. 

I talked with many of them. 
They don’t minimize the striking 
force of the Nazi legions. They 
express fraternal respect for the 
artillerymen of the Soviet armies. 

I have not talked to a single 
soldier of the artillery who, when 
the matter is brought up, has not 
expressed bitter hatred for Hitler- 
ism and the belief he will be able 
to play a role in laying it low.

Immediately upon returning 90 
the Capitol from the White House, 
Chairman Tom Connally, D., Texas, 
of the Senate Foreign Relatoins 
Committee, and Chairman Sol 
Bloom, D., N. Y., of. the House 
Foreign Affairs group, annoilliced 
that all was in readiness to expedite 
the President’s program. 

Bloom said his committee would 
begin hearings on the bill, which he 
will introduce tomorrow, on Mon- 
day. Secretary Hull probably will 
be the first witness and administra- 
tion leaders hope to conclude hear- 
ings, pass the measure and send it 
to the Senate by Thursday of next 
week. 

It was understood that the House 
bill will be limited strictly to elim- 
ination of section 6 of the Neu- 
trality Act which forbids the arm- 
ing of U. S. merchantships. Lead - 
ers have assured the President that 
such a proposal could win quick ap- 
proval in the lower chamber. 

The President. reportedly also 
wants elimination of section 2 of 
the act which bans merchantmen 
from combat areas. There is con- 
siderable House opposition now to 
removing this stipulation and sur- 
veys did not show a conclusive ma- 
jority for the proposal. 


Constitutional 
Reforms Urged 
In Dominica 


CIUDAD TRUJILLO, Dominican 
Republic, Oet. 8 (UP).—A program 
of ‘constitution reforms, granting 
the vote ta women and extending 
the present four-year presidential 
term to six years, was presented 
today by a group of senators an 
representatives. : 

The project was drawn up at the 
initiative of former President Rafael 
L. Trujillo, directing force in the 
Dominican government. It abol- 
ishes the vice-presidency, providing 
for presidential succession in case 
of death or inability by the secre- 
tary of war and mafine, secretary 
of interior and police, and secre- 
tary of the presidency in that order. 

Senators and deputies would be 
elected on the basis of one for each 
70,000 inhabitants instead of one 
for each 30,000 at present. It 
establishes a minimum age of 30 
years to be eligible for president 
and for senators and deputies. So- 
cial, economic and agricultural re- 
forms are included in the project.

It is 
only a matter of bravery and com- 
petence in handling our mighty 
arms.” 

It said that Hitler had struck an 
“armored fist” in the Vyazma and 
Bryansk directions, hoping to smash 
resistance before winter; that “with 
the fury of a wild beast, the fascist 
hordes are trying to break forward, 
straining every nerve and disré- 
garding all losses.” 5 

Pravda, government newspaper, 
appealed to women in the defense 
industries for “fortitude and vig- 
lance against fifth column panic 
mongering.” It said that “the enemy 


is attempting to disorganize the 


rear by placing agents to spread 
false rumors and sow panic, se- 
lecting for that purpose feeble- 
conscienced women.” 

Airplanes are playing a leading 
role on both sides, Red Star said, 
and the tank battles raging in 
many sectors are the greatest of 
the war, but even in the Central 
Front, m the thick of the blits- 
krieg, hand-to-hand fighting was 
reported on a large and bitter scale.

long battle line, from Murmansk 
to the Crimea. 

On the Southern Front, accord- 
ing to Red Star, the Germans 
hurled a huge mechanizéd force at 
point P.“ and Red Army tanks 
counter-attacked, aided by the local 
population which set up tank de- 


fenses against the Germans. The 


result was 63 German tanks and 70 


auto transports destroyed. 

In the same general area the 
Odessa defenders launched a coun- 
ter-attack against the Rumanians, 
employing airplanes, tanks and in- 
fantrymen and simultaneously 
landing troops from the sea, re- 
capturing two villages and destroy- 
ing the 89th regiment of the 13th 
division, according to the newspaper 
Izvestia, *

city employes; an adequate budget; 
establishment of a city agency to 
eliminate discrimination in employ- 
ment; the setting up of city-wide 
planning councils “to prevent post- 
war economic dislocations and aboli- 
tion of county offices.” 

Meanwhile, the mayor, apparent- 
ly concerned over the lagging reg- 
istration on the first day of the 
week, went into action last night 
with two speeches on behalf of him- 
self and his running mates, ad- 
dressing a City Pusion Party dinner 
at the Park Central and an ALP 
meeting at the Hotel Capitol. His 
speech at the City Fusion dinher 
was broadcast over radio station 
WOR. 


The Mayor warned 800 persons 
at the Hotel Capitol rally against 
attempts by the Tammany opposi- 
tion to split the ranks of organized 
labor by red-baiting. 

“Of course, the opposition is the 
usual sordid kind of political ma- 
chine opposition—it hasn't a single 
solitary honest issue,” he said. 

“Bo now the strategy seems to be 
to divide the ranks of labor, which 
is unselfishly interested in good, 
clean government. 

“I want to take this opportunity 
to make clear now and forever, 
firstly, I believe because of my rec- 
ord and my pioneer work in the 
labor movement in this country that 
I am entitled to the undivided sup- 
port of clean, honest, well-organ- 
ized labor.” 

He declared, however, that he did 
not expect the vote of the Com- 
munist Party. At this point there 
was considerable applause from the 
meeting, many in the audience be- 
ing business agents of the Interna- 
tional Ladies Garment Workers 
Union and the Amalgamated Cloth- 
ing Workers Union. 

However, eyen this demonstration 
was organized only after persistent 
efforts from the platform. 

The Mayor quickly emphasized 
that he would “protect the Con- 
stitutional rights of every man, 
woman and child in this city as 
long as I am Mayor.” 

Recalling the 1936 and 1940 red- 
baiting attacks against President 
Roosevelt, he said: “I’m not going 
to permit any false issue to be 
raised.

The Mayor concluded with a plea 
for unity and undivided labor ranks, 
itself an implied rebuke to a num- 
ber of Old Guard leaders of the 
American Labor Party. 

“Keep your eye on the ball,” he 
urged.

Strike Parley 
With Hanscom

Bakers Remain Out with 


Full Support of Drivers; 
Other Strikers Continue 


The chain of stores and the 
baking plant of the Hanscom Bak- 
ing Co. remained strike-bound yes- 
terday as conferences with Local 50 
of the Bakery and Confectionery 
Workers broke down. 

The company’s drivers, members 
of Local 802 of the Teamsters 
Union, have settled with the com- 
pany but will not return to work 
until a strike settlement is reach- 
ed with the inside workers.

Norway and Poland. 
BACKS AID NOW 

The Lend-Lease Administrator 
told the Committee that as far as 
he was concerned personally he 
could “sée no reason why we should 
not extend Lend-Lease aid to Rus- 
sia right now.” 

“But,” he added, “this is a high 
policy decision that mast be made 
by the President and the Secre- 
tary of State and the other rank- 
ing officials of the Government.” 

Just what considerations of “high 
policy” have prevented the inclusion 
of the Soviet Union in the present 
bill was not revealed by any of the 
Administration spokesmén. 

In any event, it is expécted that 
for the time being makeshift ar-

In a tribute to Santo’s eight ‘years 
of leadership in the union, Quill said 
that “more than any other man ne 
contributed to the liberation of 
these 50,000 transit workers from 
the yoke of company unionism and 
yellow-dog contracts. In large 
measure it was he who brought the 
American way of life to these work- 
ers.“ 

Santo’s defense, Quill declared, 
“ig the task of all Americans.” 


Santo was arrested at midnight 
at his apartment, 82 Pierpont St., 
Brooklyn. At Ellis Island where he 
was arraigned in the morning, 
Santo was placed on $1,000 bail on 
alleged illegal entry. Hearing was 
set for Oct. 23. 

Freed from Ellis Island, as the

taken off in this unusual way and 
taken to the U. S. Court House at 
Foley Square where he was booked 
on another charge — alleged false 
statements representing himself as 
a citizen before a local draft board.

They have urged, in a resolution, sent to 
President Roosevelt that the envoys of the 
Axis powers and thar satellites of the Petain, 
Mannerheim and Franco regimes be ousted 
from the United States.

A Step in the Right Direction 


President Roosevelt’s Committee on Fair 
Employment Practices has taken a step in 
the right direction by inviting direct com- 
plaints from any workers barred from de- 
fense industries because of racial discrimi- 
nation. 

The committee has asked that such com- 
plaints be written directly to their offices 
in the Social Security Building in Washing- 
ton. It proposes to hold public hearings in 
such cases or make representations to the 
President. 

But much more is needed. Some little 
progress has been made breaking down job 
barriers against Negro workers—the heavi- 
est victims of this type of discrimination— 
but not nearly enough. In numerous in- 
stances, the names of the employers and fac- 
tories which practice discrimination are 
known along with their insidious methods. 
The biggest need is for stern government 
action to prevent such un-American and un- 
lawful policies. 

It was upon the insistent struggles of the 
Negro people in unity with trade unions and 
white progressives that President Roosevelt 
set up the Fair Employment Committee. 
These struggles are now more important than 
ever in order that the nation may have full 
advantage of its productive human resources 
for national defense and to crush Hitler. 

Employers who practice racial discrimi- 
nation in hiring workers are violating not 
only the rights of the Negro and other mi- 
norities, but are seriously impeding the de- 
fensive strength and unity of the nation at 
a critical moment. 


Davies Withdraws 


» The failure of John R. Davies to get 
sufficient signatures to enable him to file as 
an independent candidate for mayor is a 
good sign.

When 
they want to find more beauxite deposits, an ALCOA 
engineer probably walks over the ground carrying a 
member of the Mellen family on his shoulder. When

® Cold-blooded murder of helpless hostages 
by the Nazis has aroused the members of 
the American Communications Association 
(marine division) to take action. at 

They have urged, in a resolution, sent to 
President Roosevelt that the envoys of the 
Axis powers and thdir satellites of the Petain, 
Mannerheim and Franco regimes be ousted 
from the United States. 

This is news that will hearten the trade 
unionists of Norway, Paris and Prague if 
they get to hear it. They will thrill to the 
solidarity of this action. | 

But this is only a beginning. Every new 
report brings news of new murders of men, 
women and children by Nazi gunmen and 
firing squads. Trade unionists. particularly 
are singled out for punishment and torture. 

Hitler would have to pause in his bloody 
work if the American labor movement, from 
coast to coast, followed the example of the 
marine radio operators. 

We suggest that_no time be lost in trade 
union meetings, and that it be a matter of 
honor for every trade union body to send 
similar resolutions to Washington. 

“The embassies of Germany, France, Fin- 
land and Spain,” said the CIO members of 
the Communications Association, “are chan- 
nels of fascist activity in this country.” 

They are also soaked in the blood of 
murdered hostages. Let them be driven out. 
They do not represent civilized governments. 


A Step in the Right Direction 


© President Roosevelt's Committee on Fair 
Employment Practices has taken a step in 
the right direction by inviting direct com- 
plaints from any workers barred from de- 
fense industries because of racial discrimi- 
nation. 

The committee has asked that such com- 
plaints be written directly to their offices 
in the Social Security Building in Washing- 
ton. It proposes to hold public hearings in 
such cases or make representations to the 
President. 

But much more is needed. Some little 
progress has been made breaking down job 
barriers against Negro workers—the heavi- 
est victims of this type of discrimination— 
but not nearly enough. In numerous in- 
stances, the names of the employers and fac- 
tories which practice discrimination are 
known along with their insidious methods. 
The biggest need is for stern government 
action to prevent such un-American and un- 
lawful policies. : 

It was upon the insistent struggles of the 
Negro people in unity with trade unions and 
white progressives that President Roosevelt 
set up the Fair Employment Committee. 
These struggles are now more important than 
ever in order that the nation may have full 
advantage of its productive human resources 
for national defense and to crush Hitler. 

Employers who practice racial discrimi- 
nation in hiring workers are violating not 
only the rights of the Negro and other mi- 
norities, but are seriously impeding the de- 
fensive strength and unity of the nation at 
a critical moment. 


Davies Withdraws 


The failure of John R. Davies to get 
sufficient signatures to enable him to file as 
an independent candidate for mayor is a 
good sign. For Davies is an open appeaser 
and as was demonstrated when he was de- 
feated in the Republican primaries, the peo- 
ple of New York want nothing to do with 
appeasement of Hitler. 

But though Davies has withdrawn from 
the contest for Mayor, this does not mean 
that. appeasement has withdrawn. Appease- 
ment remains—in the candidacy of O’Dwyer. 
And here it is even more dangerous than 
in Davies’ case, for the Tammany candidate 
skillfully tries to conceal his opposition to 
the Administration’s foreign policy in order 
to ensnare votes. 

In fact, Davies’ withdrawal will be used 
by the appeasement forces to consolidate 
their strength behind O’Dwyer. Davies has 
indicated his approval of the Tammany can- 
didate and will undoubtedly work to bring 
votes to the O’Dwyer camp.

LONDON, Oct. 8. — The speedy 
creation of a second front in the 
war against Nazi Germany, and the 
devising of efficient planned pro- 
duction of war materials under uni- 
fied con in order to fully sup- 
ply ar fronts, were demanded 
by the Central Committee of the 
Communist Party of Great Britain 
in a statement made public today. 

The statement, which was unani- 
mously adopted at the Party's spe- 
cial convention ending Oct. 4, called 
upon the workers of Britain to take 
the lead in striving for the achieve- 
ment of these main objectives. At 
the same time it called upon the 
Government to adopt a “new sym- 
pathetic approach” to the Indian 
and Irish peoples in order to win 
their full participation in the war 
against Hitlerism.

‘This reminds us of how hard it used to 
be for the government to prove that the steel com- 
panies were fixing prices in collusion. Charlie Schwab 
of United States Steel would hold a’ dinner once a 
year to which all the steel moguls were invited.
